In response to the Species Election Requirement mailed September 14, 1998, Applicants 
respectfully request election of the following species and consideration of the remarks below. 
Applicants make this species election with traverse. 

The Examiner asserted that Applicants must elect one type of cell, either normal or 
malignant. Applicants elect malignant cells. 

The Examiner asserts that Applicants must elect one type of antigen from a list of those 
recited in claims 34 and 36-40. Applicants respectfully submit that each of the antigens recited 
in claims 34, 36, 37 and 38 is a cancer antigen and that it would not be unduly burdensome for 
the Examiner to search and examine the general class of cancer antigens. In the event that the 
Examiner maintains the assertion that the antigens are patentably distinct, Applicants respectfully 
elect as an antigen cancer cells of the gastrointestinal tract as recited in claim 38. 

Applicants acknowledge that each of claims 17-33 and 41-42 are generic and that the 
species election requirement will take effect only if no generic claim is found allowable. 




It is believed that the claims as presented are in condition for allowance and speeding 
notification of that effect is earnestly solicited.
